Somewhat  Dismayed 
Sir; 

I  was  very  much  interested  but 
somewhat  dismayed  when  I  read  the 
two  articles  on  "Student  Revolt  for 
Freedoms"  by  Dr.  Butler  and  Mrs. 
Schmidt  in  the  September  issue  of 
The  Ohio  Alumnus. 

I  first  came  to  Ohio  University  in 
1910.  Coming  from  a  New  England 
Puritan  family  home  with  a  heritage 
of  300  years  of  rigid  moral  discipline 
I  was  prepared  to  resist  evil  on  every 
side.  However,  I  was  delightfully  sur- 
prised. At  that  time  the  student  body 
numbered  about  500—300  girls  and 
250  boys.  Certainly  a  potentially  ex- 
plosive mixture.  I  had  no  difficulty 
in  finding  a  group  of  students  from 
Christian  homes  where  decent  be- 
havior was  a  matter  of  course.  Even- 
tually I  joined  a  social  group  called 
the  Phrenocon  made  up  of  about  60 
boys,  which  had  been  formed  in  pro- 
test against  the  loose  conduct  of 
many  of  the  students. 

My  experience  with  this  organiza- 
tion had  a  profound  effect  on  my 
entire  college  career.  Some  idea  of 
the  character  of  this  group  may  be 
secured  from  the  following  list  of 
rules.  1.  No  members  accepted  who 
drank  alcoholic  beverages.  2.  No  pro- 
fanity in  the  house.  3.  No  risque 
stories  in  the  house.  4.  No  smoking 
in  the  house.  5.  No  dancing  at  social 
functions. 

The  scholastic  and  athletic  stand- 
ards were  second  to  none  on  the 
campus,  and  our  social  affairs  were 
popular. 

While  I  am  still  a  Puritan  in  many 
ways  I  am  not  naive  enough  to  seri- 
ously suggest  this  drastic  code  as  a 
solution  to  the  present  difficulties. 
However,  the  fact  that  of  this  group 
this  writer  has  been  able  to  discover 
only  two  divorces  in  over  half  a 
century  does  indicate  that  self-disci- 
pline does  have  its  rewards. 

I  have  before  me  a  clipping  taken 
from  the  Oct.  29  issue  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Inquirer.  Its  contents  may  be 
summarized  as  follows:  Marriage  ap- 
plications—28,  Di\orce  suits  begun— 
13,  Divorces  granted— 11. 


28  homes  started  —  24  homes 
wrecked. 

I  learned  by  first  hand  observation 
what  self  control  or  the  lack  of  it  may 
mean.  Discipline  may  not  be  a  roman- 
tic word  but  it  is  important.  Dr. 
Butler  very  aptly  stated  that  moral 
standards  cannot  be  established  by 
majority  vote.  Nature's  laws  are  dis- 
covered—not made. 

A  college  education  is  both  a  privi- 
lege and  a  responsibility.  We  should 
go  there  to  create— not  to  destroy. 
Whatever  our  several  professions  may 
be  one  of  them  is  normally  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  healthy,  happy  home. 
I  think  that  it  is  self  evident  that 
neither  alcohol  nor  sexual  promiscuity 
is  a  very  good  material  for  the  comer- 
stone. 

But  we  are  faced  with  a  condition- 
not  a  theory.  A  condition  that  cannot 
be  corrected  by  pure  logic  alone. 
Modem  sales  technique  is  largely 
built  up  on  an  appeal  to  the  emotions. 
On  the  college  campus  we  have  many 
who  have  been  well-trained  physically 
and  intellectually  but  whose  spiritual 
or  emotional  training  has  all  too  often 
been  neglected.  There  is  plenty  of 
power  but  the  brakes  are  weak. 

But  the  most  tragic  phase  of  the 
situation  is  the  tremendous  group 
pressure  which  is  directed  to  new 
students  to  induce  them  to  do  that 
which  is  fundamentalK-  wrong  and 
which  if  left  to  do  themselves  they 
would  never  do.  This  is  a  condition 
that  must  be  changed.  There  is  no 
reason  why  creative  student  action 
should  not  make  decency  popular. 

The  problem  then  it  seems  to  this 
writer  is  to  start  a  campaign  on  the 
campus  to  make  decency  popular.  To 
be  assured  of  early  and  permanent 
results  it  must  originate  with  the 
students.  It  can't  be  done  by  just 
quoting  statistics  depressing  as  they 
may  be.  But  above  all  we  must  pro- 
tect the  students  whose  inclination  is 
to  go  straight.  The  constitution  stated 
that  men  had  the  right  to  life,  liberts 
and  the  pursuit  of  happiness  (not 
wickedness ) .

Keystone  Heights,   Florida 
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Long  after  many  a  summer  has 
gone,  long  after  the  momentoes 
have  been  padded  away,  the  awe- 
inspiring  grandeur  of  the  opening 
of  the  18th  Games  will  linger  vivid- 
ly in  the  memories  of  those  who 
were  there. 

For  many  of  the  80,000  privileged 
spectators  flecking  Tokyo's  grey 
granite  National  Stadium  with 
every  color  of  the  rainbow  it  was 
the  greatest  day  of  their  lives.  For 
more  than  7,000  participants  lined 
in  red,  green,  white  and  blue  pre- 
cision along  the  floor  of  the  colossal

arena  it  was  their  most  cherished 
dream  beginning  to  unfurl  in  real 
hfe.  For  the  massed  bands  in  scar- 
let and  crimson  and  for  the  white- 
clad  hundreds  who  raised  the 
Olympic  Hymn,  it  was  the  soul- 
shaking  fulfilment  of  Japan's  fond- 
est wish — the  staging  of  the  Olym- 
pic Games. 

Over  this  scene,  then,  in  a  mighty 
whirring  of  wings,  rose  10,000  pi- 
geons of  peace,  casting  a  flickering 
blanket  of  shadow  upon  the  thou- 
sands below.  They  rose  in  disinte- 
grated profusion,  then  quickly  fell 
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into  perfect  winged  formation  and 
circled  majestically  over  the 
thronged  granite  bowl  below,  as 
though  sensing  in  their  new-found 
liberty  the  solemn  grandeur  of  the 
scene  and  as  though  pledging  to 
their  liberators  their  symbolic  mis- 
sion of  peace  to  all  the  Far-reaching 
corners  of  the  globe. 

Simultaneously,  from  the  main 
competitors'  entrance,  19-year-old 
Japanese  University  student,  Yoshi- 
nori  Sakai,  bom  on  the  day  the  first 
atomic  blast  over  Hiroshima  deso- 
lated the  Japanese  people,  entered 
the  stadium  bearing  the  Olympic 
Flame.  Flushed  with  a  calm  pride, 
he  paused  for  a  moment  in  the  sun 
and  raised  the  torch  aloft  in  a 
proud  salute  to  the  hushed  thou- 
sands. A  crackling,  electric  silence 
descended  as  he  lengthened  his 
stride  and  paced  round  the  track 
in  perfect  rhythm,  climbed  the 
broad  staircase  and  once  again 
stood  for  a  moment,  proudly  silhou- 
etted against  the  huge  OKonpic 
cauldron.  Once  again  Yoshinori 
Sakai  saluted  the  Emperor  and  the 
people  before  touching  the  caul- 
dron and  sparking  to  life  the  Sacred 
Flame  that  would  blaze  undimmed 
for  the  fourteen  days  of  the  18th 
Games;  fourteen  days  ahead  with 
promises  untold. 

This  moment  could  go  down  in 
history  as  the  most  momentous  in 


the  annals  of  international  sport. 
It  was  not  simply  the  opening  of 
another  Olympiad.  It  was  not  just 
the  commencement  of  two  weeks 
of  amateur  international  sport.  It 
was  much  more.  It  was  the  begin- 
ning of  the  first  Olympic  Games 
ever  to  be  held  on  the  world's 
largest  continent,  Asia,  finally  pro- 
jecting into  reality  the  Baron  Pierre 
de  Coubertin's  lofty  vision  of  bring- 
ing together  the  peoples  of  ever\' 
Continent  in  friendly  competition; 
of  forging  friendly  bonds  between 
the  nations  of  the  world  so  that 
they  may  not,  at  any  time,  plunge 
into  a  holocaust  of  bloodshed  and 
another  destructive  war. 

And  no  less  than  ninety-four  na- 
tions from  every  comer  of  the 
world  gathered  in  Tokyo's  National 
Stadium  on  this  day  to  pledge 
themselves  to  the  Sacred  Olympic 
Oath.  Pronouncing  this  Oath  on  be- 
half of  all  competitors  was  Japan's 
finest  gymnast,  Takashi  Ono,  ap- 
pearing in  his  fourth  01>Tnpiad: 
"We  swear  that  we  will  take  part 
in  the  Olympic  Games  in  loyal 
competition  respecting  the  regula- 
tions which  govem  them  and  desir- 
ous of  participating  in  them  in  the 
true  spirit  of  sportsmanship  for  the 
honor  of  our  country  and  for  the 
glory  of  sport." 

The  opening  of  the  18th  Games 
was    all    this,    and    more.    As    the 


Flame  sprang  to  life  and  the  com- 
petitors marched  past  the  Emper- 
or's dais;  as  the  Olympic  Hymn 
rang  out  by  youthful  voices  and  as 
Japanese  jet  pOots  drew  the  Olym- 
pic symbol  across  the  skies,  the 
world  witnessed  the  triumphant  re- 
juvenation of  a  nation  that  had 
been  all  but  obliterated  in  the  most 
awesome  devastation  ever  wTought 
on  man.  The  last  bearer  of  the 
Olympic  Torch,  Yoshinori  Sakai, 
was  a  symbol,  a  living  symbol  of 
the  courage,  determination  and  for- 
titude which  has  enabled  the  Jap- 
anese people  to  rise  up  from  the 
dust  and  debris,  the  desolation  and 
heartbreak  of  Hiroshima  to  the 
grand  Olympian  heights  that  were 
the  Tokyo  Games  —  the  greatest 
Olympiad  in  tlie  history  of  man. 

But  above  all,  the  opening  of 
A.sia's  first  Olympic  Games  was  a 
reaffirmation  of  the  equality  of  man 
with  fellowmen,  of  the  principle  of 
individual  merit  regardless  of  cast, 
color,  or  creed.  It  was  this  fine 
principle  which  Aver\'  Brundage, 
in  his  opening  speech,  chose  to  sum 
up  in  these  words  .  .  .  "No  one  can 
buy  an  OlxTTipic  Medal,  No  one 
makes  money  from  the  Olympic 
Games.  There  is  no  injustice,  of 
caste,  of  wealth,  of  family,  of  race. 
On  the  sportsfield  everyone  stands 
or  falls  on  his  own  merit."

IMPRESSIONS  OF  PAKISTAN 

Track  and  Field  in  Pakistan  can- 
not be  compared  to  "Western 
World"  countries  that  have  track 
and  field  teams.  Compared  to  the 
United  States,  Pakistan  is  definitely 
lagging  far  behind,  but  there  is  a 
tremendous  national  interest  and 
enthusiasm  for  the  sport.  The  status 
of  Pakistan  technique,  workouts, 
and  attitudes  seem  to  be  that  of 
ours  in  the  1930's  or  before.  The 
leaders  of  Pakistani  sports  recog- 
nize this  and  are  putting  forth  both 
effort  and  money  to  do  something 
about  it.  Compared  to  Asian  stand- 
ards Pakistan  is  a  perennial  threat 
at  the  Asian  Games,  held  every  four 
years  between  the  Olympic  Games. 

One  step  toward  their  goal  of  up- 
grading track  and  field  was  to  ar- 
range with  Sports  International, 
Inc.,  to  have  track  and  field  coaches 
from  the  United  States  spend  a 
year  in  the  country  conducting 
clinics,  coaching  some  of  the  ath- 
letes and  reporting  on  how  they  can 
best  improve  their  sport.  I  was  the 
first  American  coach  selected  and 
have  moved  rapidly  into  the  major 
objectives  of  my  program. 

I  have  been  pleasantly  impressed 
by  the  physiological  development 
of  the  West  Pakistani's.  They  have 
the  raw  material  to  produce  top 
track  and  field  athletes  if  they  get 
proper  instruction.  Pakistanis  are, 
by  nature,  exceedingly  competitive. 
They  compete  in  almost  everything 
thev  do.  In  fact,  in  manv  situations 


their  very  livelihood  is  dependent 
on  their  inherent  ability  to  out- 
hustle  their  neighbor.  Many  of 
them  are  extremely  quick,  fast  re- 
acting, and  well  coordinated. 
Others  have  the  slow  heartbeat  and 
excellent  distance  nmning  heritage 
of  their  Muslim  forebearers.  They 
are  extremely  eager  to  leam  and 
are  "coachable",  possessing  that 
necessary  ability  to  change  action 
patterns.  It  would  appear  that  they 
could  excel  in  the  flat  races  from 
100  meters  through  the  marathon, 
the  jumps,  intermediate  hurdles, 
and  the  javelin  throw. 

Several  things  must  be  done  to 
utilize  this  interest  and  ability  for 
achieving  a  top-flight  track  and 
field  program,  however.  The  first  of 
these  is  to  develop  a  broader  base 
of  participants.  The  youngsters  the 
country  over  must  be  made  aware 
that  sports  and  physical  activity  are 
desirable  and  beneficial.  The  sports 
interest,  facilities,  and  organized 
programs  found  in  the  Pakistani 
Army  are  not  prevalant  in  the  rest 
of  the  country.  Pakistan  cannot  de- 
velop enough  top  athletes  in  the 
.\rmy  alone  to  rise  to  world  stature 
in  track  and  field.  The  other  90,- 
000,000  people  in  the  country  must 
be  included  in  the  program.  Fine 
beginnings  are  being  made  in  some 
school  areas,  but,  until  now  these 
have  not  been  wide-spread.  It  will 
be  necessary  to  foster  extensive 
physical    education    programs 


throughout  the  country  in  order  to 
build  the  broad  base  of  beginning 
athletes  necessary  to  insure  the  de- 
sired goals.  Allied  with  this  prob- 
lem is  one  of  the  low  status  of  the 
physical  education  teaching  profes- 
sion in  Pakistan.  Most  of  the  time, 
there  are  no  physical  education 
teachers  properly  qualified  leading 
the  physical  activities.  In  order  to 
facilitate  success  in  the  track  and 
field  program  I  believe  that  this 
situation  will  have  to  be  remedied. 
Another  problem  area  is  a  need  for 
greater  communication  and  coop- 
eration between  the  Pakistani 
Army,  sports  organizers,  and  physi- 
cal education  people.  There  ap- 
pears to  be  a  definite  divergence 
of  thinking  and  pur]^)ose  among  the 
three  areas.  Only  with  a  concerted 
effort  to  plan  and  work  together 
can  enough  athletes  be  developed 
so  that  top  performers  will  be  pro- 
duced consistintly.. 

There  is  a  definite  lack  of  know- 
ledge concerning  modem  tech- 
niques, methods  of  training  and 
strength  building,  administration 
and  promotional  procedures.  It  is 
my  own  personal  observation,  that 
there  are  less  than  three  well-quali- 
fied coaches  in  all  of  Pakistan. 

The  fact  that  Pakistani  athletes 
have  achieved  world  and  interna- 
tional success  in  some  sports  spurs 
the  desire  to  improve  in  others.  It 
would  be  correct  to  say  that  Paki- 
stan can,  and  is,  trying  to  achieve 
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success  in  track  and  field  as  they 
ha\'e  done  in  field  hockey,  swim- 
ming, uTestling,  cricket,  and  soc- 
cer football.  They  are  overcoming 
problems  in  many  phases  of  their 
national  picture,  and  it  is  possible 
they  can  overcome  those  pertain- 
ing to  their  track  and  field  program. 

The  results  that  I  have  achieved 
in  a  few  months  make  me  feel  very 
optimistic  as  to  long  range  plans 
for  continued  improvement  and  for 
a  place  in  world  competitions.  My 
present  team  members  have  slaugh- 
tered 10  National  records  and  in 
our  forthcoming  tours  of  Russia  and 
Europe  (August  and  September)  we 
e.\pect  more  to  fall.  To  e.xpect  a 
place  at  Tokyo  would  be  sheer 
folly,  but  if  any  of  our  boys  got 
into  the  top  twenty  it  would  be  a 
national  triumph. 

Sports  International,  Inc.,  is  a 
new  organization  and  the  impact 
it  has  made  in  Pakistan  is  stagger- 
ing. Often-times  the  press  coverage 
and  positive  results  concerning 
foreign  diplomacy  that  it  (SII) 
receives  is  much  greater  than  what 
old  established  bureaus  receive.  In 
Pakistan  public  opinion  is  swinging 
from  the  United  States  to  China 
and  we  are  trying  in  earnest  to 
maintain  friendly  relations  with  this 
newly  emerging  country.  Through 
sports,  we  can  definitely  meet  a 
need  of  Pakistan  and  the  results  are 
certainly  encouraging  and  fruitful.

ABOUT  THE  AUTHOR 

Glenn  C.  Randall  is  a  1959  grad- 
uate of  Ohio  University,  a  past 
member  of  the  Ohio  track  team, 
and  winner  of  the  1959  Mid-Ameri- 
can and  All-Ohio  Collegiate  cham- 
pionships. 

He  is  now  the  Chief  National 
Coach  of  Track  and  Field  of  Pak- 
istan and  was  Head  Coach  of  the 
1964  Pakistan  Ol^nrnpic  Team.

Before  Glenn  Randall  left  the 
United  States  he  had  already  rolled 
up  an  impressive  list  of  qualifica- 
tions for  his  new  post.  He  has  been 
head  coach  of  track  and  cross 
country  at  Mansfield,  Ohio,  High 
School;  vice  president  of  the  Ohio 
Track  Coaches  Association  and  was 
both  organizer  and  chairman  of  the 
1964  Ohio  Track  Coaches  Associa- 
tion Clinic  at  Ohio  State  Univer- 
sit)-.  His  teams  won  district  and 
league  championships,  v\'ith  an 
overall  record  of  29  wins  —  five 
losses,  against  tlie  best  Ohio  teams. 

He  is  married  to  the  former 
Fatrica  Lieser,  a  1959  graduate  of 
Ohio  University,  and  a  former 
.•\thena  Queen.  They  have  two  fine 
sons,  Glenn  Gregor\',  age  three,  and 
Patrick  Kent,  five  months. 

Glenn  will  return  to  the  United 
States  next  month.  He  has  com- 
pleted his  graduate  work  toward 
a  Masters'  Degree  in  Administra- 
tion and  Physical  Education  and 
plans  to  graduate,  again,  from  Ohio 
UniversiW  when  he  returns  to 
campus  this  summer. 
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BILL  McCUTCHEON:  A  HOUSEHOLD  FACE 


Bill  McCutcheon  may  not  be  ex- 
actly a  household  name,  but  his  is 
certainly  a  household  face. 

In  fact,  during  the  past  two  years 
the  1948  Ohio  University  graduate's 
face  has  become  as  familiar  to  tele- 
vision viewers  as  that  of  members 
of  their  own  families.  And  thereby 
hangs  a  real  male  Cinderella  tale. 

Bill  was  one  of  those  determined 
young  men  who  knew  from  his  col- 
lege days  exactly  what  he  wanted 
from  life:  show  business.  It's  been 
a  struggle,  but  the  personable 
comic  has  never  once  thought  of 
quitting. 

His  flair  for  comedy  actually 
started  in  his  hometown  of  Russell, 
Kentucky,  where  he  compensated 
for  his  slight  build  by  becoming 
known  as  the  class  comic  in  high 
school.  He  got  his  start  in  the  pro- 
fessional world  as  a  trumpet  player 
in  bands  in  Ohio. 

After  a  semester  at  Ohio,  Mc- 
Cutcheon went  into  the  Army  in 
1942  and  served  overseas  with  the 
44th  Division  in  Italy.  Near  Mt. 
Adano,  he  was  critically  wounded 
when  a  bullet  smashed  a  rib  direct- 
ly under  the  heart.  "After  that," 
says  McCutcheon,  "it  was  hard  to 
take  anything  too  seriously." 

After  a  three-year  stint,  he  re- 
turned to  Ohio  University  under 
the  GI  bill.  He  participated  in  nu- 
merous activities,  including  the 
Ohio  University  Theatre,  Foot- 
lighters,  and  J-Club.  His  wife,  the 
former  Anne  Routsong,  is  a  1951 
Ohio  graduate. 

In  1949  he  joined  Freddy 
Martin's  band  and  toured  in  the 
United  States.  Later  that  year  he 
went  to  New  York  and  began  to 


make  the  rounds,  looking  for  work 
as  a  television  actor.  After  a  job 
with  Macy's  he  landed  a  job  as  a 
CBS  usher.  "This  is  where  many 
performers  get  that  big  break,"  he 
explained.  "For  instance,  several 
men  who  worked  with  me  then 
have  gone  on  to  stardom. 

"They  include  Charles  Nelson 
Riley  who  was  in  "How  to  Succeed 
in  Business  Without  Really  Trying" 
and  "Hello  Dolly;"  Bruce  William- 
son, now  a  critic  for  Time  maga- 
zine; Bob  Young,  ABC  6  p.m.  news- 
caster, and  Don  Murray,  the  actor 
who  went  to  HollvAvood." 

McCutcheon  landed  a  job  with 
Hope  Emerson  on  Cobb's  Corners 
back  in  those  early  days  of  televi- 
sion. Among  his  TV  credits  are: 
Producers  Showcase,  Studio  One, 
Ford  Star  Theater,  Herb  Shriner, 
Captain  Video,  Jack  Carter  and 
Kraft  Theater. 

One  of  his  most  memorable  TV 
appearances  was  back  in  1953  when 
he  was  "honored"  to  appear  on  the 
fourth  Person  to  Person  show  nar- 
rated by  Edward  R.  Murrow.  He 
explained  that  at  that  time  he  and 
his  wife  were  living  in  a  one-room 
apartment  on  Perry  Street  in  Green- 
wich Village.  "When  they  moved 
the  cameras  in,  most  of  the  furni- 
ture went  out,"  he  remarked. 

McCutcheon  calls  himself  "one  of 
the  character  people,"  and  believes 
that  his  best  exposure  came  in  the 
Broadway  "New  Faces  of  1956." 
But  nothing  really  happened  until 
about  three  years  ago. 

"I  was  playing  in  a  small  revue 
in  St.  Louis,"  he  said,  "and  Anne 
was  back  in  New  York  taking  care 
of  our  first  child.  And  I  suddenly 


decided  that,  no,  this  was  no  way 
to  live." 

By  coincidence,  at  just  this  time, 
a  New  York  advertising  man  with 
an  idea  for  a  coffee  commercial  was 
looking  for  a  slight  man  with  a 
wistful  expression.  He  remembered 
Bill,  either  from  a  small  night  club 
or  "New  Faces." 

"I  played  the  first  Pilgrim  hunt- 
ing for  a  good  cup  coffee  in  that 
commercial,"  he  said.  "And  after 
that,  it  seemed  that  everything  sud- 
denly exploded." 

In  the  past  couple  of  years,  Mc- 
Cutcheon's  face  has  been  all  over 
the  networks  and  local  stations. 
Currently,  he  can  be  spotted  look- 
ing mournful  or  happy  or  puzzled 
as  the  butler  in  a  commercial  for 
an  aperitif;  the  hot-dog-stand  man 
in  a  soft  drink  commercial;  a  con- 
tented muncher  of  potato  chips;  a 
bank  clerk  in  a  cigarette  commer- 
cial, plus  many  more. 

Recently  Bill  was  signed  as  a  reg- 
ular in  CBS'  "The  Entertainers,"  a 
variety-repertory-type  program  in 
which  he  plays  characters  not  too 
dissimilar  to  those  he  enacts  in  his 
commercials.  Dubbed  Mr.  Average 
Man,  he  is  the  poor  chap  caught  in 
a  jam  each  week  on  the  popular 
program. 

The  Ohio  graduate  also  plays 
many  parts  on  the  CBS  Saturday 
children's  show,  "Mr.  Mayor."  He 
is  also  the  funny  green  Martian, 
"Dropo,"  in  a  technicolor  movie 
feature  "Santa  Glaus  Conquers  the 
Martians,"  which  has  just  been  re- 
leased. 

McCutcheon  has  been  so  thor- 
oughly employed  of  late  that  he 
worries   considerably   about   being 
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over-exposed.  People  recognize  him 
on  the  street,  but  never  know  his 
name.  "So  far  I've  escaped  over- 
exposure," he  said.  "But  that's  one 
of  the  reasons.  I'm  glad  to  get  back 
to  being  a  performer  again  and  to 
get  a  name  to  go  with  the  face." 

The  McCutcheon's  live  in  Mah- 
wah.  New  Jersey,  and  have  two 
daughters,  Carol,  5%,  and  Kenna, 
13  months,  and  a  son,  Jay,  3. 

Concerning  the  future.  Bill  said, 
"I  would  like  to  do  a  television 
series  and  a  Broadway  show."  His 
success  formula  just  may  take  him 
clear  to  the  top.  As  he  puts  it,  "As 
a  character  man  you  aren't  discov- 
ered overnight,  you  have  to  age. 
It's  hard  work  and  you  must  stick 
it  out  for  success."

WOUB-TF  TELEVISES  ENGLISH  LECTURES 


Ohio  University  today  faces  an 
enrollment  problem  very  similar  to 
that  of  the  post  World  War  II  era. 
It  must  develop  ways  to  teach 
many  more  students,  especially 
freshmen,  than  before,  and  it  must 
present  to  them  and  demand  from 
them  higher  standards  than  in  the 
past. 

One  approach  to  this  dual  prob- 
lem is  being  investigated  by  Dr. 
William  Holmes,  director  of  Fresh- 
man English,  and  Wesley  Vlarshall, 
operations  manager  of  WOUB-TV, 
the  University's  educational  tele- 
vision facility.  Together  they  have 
prepared  a  series  of  English  lec- 
tures which  are  being  seen  on 
closed  circuit  television  by  appro.xi- 
mately  3000  students.  These  tele- 
vised classes  comprise  one-third  of 
the  English  III  course,  being  sup- 
plemented by  a  two-hour  writing 
laboratory  in  which  the  students 


write  under  the  immediate  super- 
vision of  their  classroom  teacher. 
Television  classes  are  presented 
every  Monday  from  8  a.m.  until 
5  p.m.;  writing  laboratories  are 
scheduled  throughout  the  re- 
mainder of  the  week. 

The  structure  of  the  televised 
lectures  was  determined  by  the 
composition  committee  of  the  Ohio 
English  Department,  and  the  con- 
text of  each  lecture  was  developed 
by  members  of  the  English  Depart- 
ment from  texts  selected  for  the 
course.  Dr.  Holmes  presents  this 
material  in  fourteen  lectures.  "Qual- 
ity and  standardization  of  instruc- 
tion, and  maximum  utilization  of 
faculty  and  classroom  were  the 
goals  we  set  for  ourselves,"  said 
Dr.  Holmes. 

Use  of  these  televised  lectures 
enabled  the  substitution  of  under- 
graduate assistants  for  regular  fac- 


ulty or  graduate  assistants  during 
approximately  2250  class  hours 
during  the  first  semester  of  1964-65 
alone. 

English  III  is  the  second  com- 
position course  video-taped.  The 
first,  English  I,  in  existence  only 
one  year,  has  been  the  focus  of 
interest  among  educators  and  com- 
munications specialists.  Last  year 
Dr.  Holmes  outlined  the  program 
and  its  advantages  to  the  Confer- 
ence on  College  Composition  and 
Communications  in  New  York.  Last 
September  he  was  asked  to  speak 
to  the  sales  and  editorial  staff  of 
Scott,  Foresman,  one  of  the  largest 
textbook  pubhshers  in  the  country. 

Marshall  brought  to  both  series 
the  principle  that  both  graphics  and 
production  would  be  professional, 
that  no  concessions  would  be  made 
on  the  grounds  that  these  courses 
were  "merely  educational  television 
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to  be  used  onl\'  in  classrooms."  To 
solve  the  problem  of  presenting 
charts,  graphs  and  cartoons  as  well 
as  word,  sentences  and  complete 
paragraphs  Marshall  de\'ised  a  ro- 
tatable  box  large  enough  to  hold  a 
man  and  bearing  on  its  four  sides 
openings  into  which  a  chart  holder, 
a  flannel  board,  a  magnet  board, 
and  \'enetian  blinds  for  the  pro- 
gressive showing  of  individual  Ii\'es 
could  be  placed. 

By  rotating  the  box  to  present 
tlie  desired  side  and  by  having  the 
man  inside  the  box  change  material 
as  the  other  three  sides  were 
needed,  many  various  kinds  and 
complexities  of  material  could  be 
presented  almost  instantaneously. 
This  box  and  a  rear  screen  pro- 
jector were  the  only  visual  aids 
which  could  be  fitted  into  the  small 
studio  available,  but  because  of  the 
flexibility'  of  the  box  no  examples 
proposed  for  the  lessons  had  to  be 
eliminated. 

Experience  with  the  English  I 
program  during  the  past  >'ear  has 
been  more  than  satisfactory.  Under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Frank  Feiler, 
the  television  lessons  were  inte- 
grated into  a  program  also  contain- 
ing programmed  instruction  and 
writing  laboratories.  As  evidence  of 
the  success  of  the  program  is  the 
reduction  in  the  number  of  students 
retained  in  it  at  the  end  of  the 
semester.  Over  the  five  years  pre- 
ceding the  use  of  telexasion  an 
average  of  .50  percent  of  the  stu- 
dents were  asked  to  retake  the 
course;  last  January,  at  the  end  of 
the  first  semester  of  the  new 
method  of  instruction,  only  16  per- 
cent  failed  English  I. 

Perhaps  the  collective  efforts  of 
Dr.  Holmes  and  Marshall  may  best 
be  summarized  with  a  recent  state- 
ment by  Ohio  President  Vernon  R. 
.\lden,  who  said,  "EngUsh  III  sets 
an  outstanding  precedent  in  the 
challenging  new  field  of  educa- 
tional television.  However,  I'm 
certain  that  their  good  work  is  an 
optimistic  harbinger  of  even  better 
things  to  come." 


Book  Exchange  Successful 

Men's  Interdormitory  Coimcil,  a  progressive  student  organi- 
zation composed  of  men's  dormitoPi-  presidents,  has  succeeded 
in  an  endeavor  that  has  failed  miserably  in  the  past.  This  year's 
Council  has  established  a  student  book  exchange,  a  move  they 
hope  will  be  the  first  successful  step  toward  the  establishment 
of  a  University  owned  book  store. 

The  exchange,  housed  at  the  Hillel  Foundation,  functioned 
as  a  "clearing  house"  for  students  who  wished  to  sell  their  first 
semester  books.  Due  to  limited  capital,  that  kept  the  exchange 
from  actualK'  buying  the  books,  an  intricate  system  of  book- 
keeping had  to  be  devised.  Here  is  the  way  it  worked: 

A  student  brought  his  book  in  and  completed  a  tripUcate 
form  with  all  the  pertinent  information  included.  One  copy  of 
the  form  was  placed  in  the  book  to  be  sold,  another  was  placed 
in  a  file  labaled  "books  for  sale,"  and  the  remaining  copy  was 
gi\en  to  the  student.  The  book  was  then  filed  according  to 
subject. 

Students  wishing  to  purchase  books  for  the  second  term 
examined  the  "books  for  sale"  file  to  see  if  what  they  needed 
was  available.  If  so,  the  student  paid  the  clerk  the  amount  asked 
by  the  seller.  The  exchange  then  called  the  original  owner  and 
informed  him  his  book  had  been  sold  and  his  money  was  avail- 
able. He  then  had  to  present  his  cop\'  of  the  form  before  he 
received  his  money. 

Actually,  the  main  advantage  of  the  exchange  is  that  stu- 
dents can  gain  money  when  selling  their  used  text  books  and 
save  money  when  buying  texts  for  the  coming  semester. 

The  brains  behind  the  book  exchange  operation  were  Buck 
Fetters,  a  senior  industrial  technology  major  from  Dennison,  O., 
and  Jack  McDonald,  a  junior  public  relations  major  from  Jack- 
son, O.  Fetters  is  president  of  Men's  Interdormitory  Council  and 
-McDonald  is  president  of  Crook  Hall. 

Although  at  present  the  students  receive  no  benefits  from 
any  profits  realized  by  the  book  exchange,  the  two  exchange 
foimders  beliexe  the  profits  from  a  Uni\ersity  owned  book  store 
could  be  channeled  back  to  the  students  in  the  form  of  scholar- 
ship grants,  expansion  of  library  facilities,  book  certificates,  and 
other  needed  improvements.

BOBCAT  ROUNDUP 


Swimming  coach  Fletcher  Gild- 
ers probably  does  more  recruiting, 
percentage  wise,  than  any  other 
Ohio  coach.  Last  year  he  wrote 
every  high  school  and  swim  club  in 
18  states,  and  made  innumerable 
personal  contacts.  "I'm  getting  re- 
sults from  my  efforts,"  the  former 
champion  diver  said,  "but  really,  I 
never  know  what  I've  got  coming 
until  school  starts." 

Gilders,  now  in  liis  sLxth  season, 
has  produced  one  Mid-American 
Conference  champion  (1961)  and 
one  second  place  finish  (1964).  This 
year's  squad,  although  lacking  in 
depth,  is  a  contender.  "We  go  up 
against  some  of  the  best  in  the 
country,  and  this  definitely  helps 
when  the  showdown  comes,"  Gild- 
ers said. 

National  Collegiate  diving  cham- 
pion and  Big  10  runnerup  in  both 
1953-54  and  1954-55,  Gilders  was 
an  alternate  on  the  1956  U.  S. 
Olympic    team.    Ohio    has    always 


done  well  in  the  diving  events,  and 
this  year  is  no  exception.  "Actually 
I  spend  less  time  with  the  divers 
than  anyone  else,"  he  said.  "I  try 
to  point  out  their  faults  and  then 
let   them   work   with   each   other." 

Surprisingly,  three  of  Gilders' 
top  swimmers  are  from  out-of-state. 
"Recruiting  in-state  swimmers  is 
very  hard,  especially  when  we're 
located  in  an  area  where  most  high 
schools  do  not  have  pools.  And  the 
fact  that  Ohio  State  and  Cincinnati 
have  top-notch  teams  doesn't  help 
either,"  he  added. 

Gilders  makes  good  use  of  the 
campus  newspaper  and  radio  sta- 
tion when  school  opens  in  the  fall. 
By  not  knowing  exactly  the  results 
of  his  recruiting,  he  advertises  for 
freshman  swimmers  much  Hke  a 
property  owner  advertises  for  rent- 
ers. As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  person- 
able Gilders  has,  on  several  occa- 
sions, recruited  students  from  his 
swimming  classes  for  his  squad.

This  year,  for  the  first  time, 
Gilders  has  been  given  an  assist- 
ant. He  is  Richard  Nelson,  former 
three  times  National  Collegiate 
breaststroke  champion  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan.  "Dick's  been 
a  great  help  to  me,"  Gilders  said. 
"He  spends  a  lot  of  time  with  the 
kids  individually,  and  this  is  some- 
thing that  is  immeasurable." 

Four  men  of  the  five  Gilders 
named  as  possible  first  place  fin- 
ishers in  the  upcoming  MAC 
championship  at  Western  Michi- 
gan have  at  least  another  year  left 
after  June.  Although  this  brings  a 
smile,  Gilders  isn't  pointing  toward 
next  year. 

The  five  hopefuls  mentioned  are 
Doug  Voelz,  a  junior  freestyler 
from  Columbus,  Ind.;  Ray  Randall, 
a  junior  individual  medalist  from 
Wyandotte,  Mich.;  Jim  Patterson, 
a  senior  one  and  three  meter  diver 
from  Columbus,  O.;  Dick  Merrit, 
jmiior  butterfly  and  freestyler  from 
Lakewood,  O.,  and  George  Sal- 
dana, a  sophomore  freestyler  from 
Detrot,  Mich.

A  capsuled  account  of  University  activity  as  reported  by  the  American  Press 


FIVE  DORMITORIES  on  the 
new  West  Green  have  been  named 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  dor- 
mitories, most  recent  to  be  con- 
structed in  the  housing  area,  have 
been  designated  by  numbers  since 
being  completed. 

Three  of  the  buildings  were 
named  for  former  presidents  of  the 
University;  Isaac  Crook,  who 
served  from  1896-1898;  Alfred 
Ryors,  1848-1852;  and  James  Irvine, 
1822-1824. 

The  others  were  named  for  two 
former  professors,  both  deceased. 
They  were  Dr.  Hiram  Roy  Wilson, 
a  graduate  of  1896  and  professor 
of  English  in  the  College  of  Educa- 
tion from  1897  to  his  retirement  in 
1945,  and  Frederick  Treudly,  a 
member  of  the  faculty  from  1902 
to  retirement  in  1921.  He  taught 
philosophy,  sociology  and  educa- 
tional methods. 


A  TEN  PERCENT  increase  in 
upperclassmen  and  a  20  percent  in- 
crease in  freshmen  have  made  1964- 
65  the  twelfth  consecutive  year  of 
enrollment  increase  in  Ohio's  ap- 
proved colleges  and  universities.  A 
statewide  enrollment  of  230,458 
students  was  announced  in  this 
year's  report  of  the  Association  of 
Ohio  College  Registrars,  released 
by  Robert  E.  Mahn,  registrar  of 
Ohio  University. 

This  year's  distribution  of  fuU- 
time  students  among  the  several 
types  of  colleges  is  the  same  as  it 
has  been  for  more  than  a  quarter 
of  a  century,  with  46  percent  in  the 
state  universities  (Bowling  Green, 
Central  State,  Kent,  Miami,  Ohio 
State,  and  Ohio  University),  14 
percent  in  municipal  universities 
(Akron,  Cincinnati,  and  Toledo), 
and  40  percent  in  the  44  private 
and  church-related  colleges.

THE  FAMILY  PLAYS  program 
at  Ohio  University  was  cited  in 
December  by  a  special  award  for 
outstanding  service  from  the  Ohio 
Mental  Health  Association,  Inc. 
The  award,  first  of  its  kind  in  the 
34  year  history  of  the  OMHA,  was 
given  for  the  "great  service  that 
has  been  rendered  by  your  program 
of  presenting  Family  Plays  pertain-

The  award  was  presented  at  the 
annual  banquet  of  the  Association 
in  Columbus.  Dr.  John  Walker, 
chairman  of  the  theatre  area  in 
Ohio's  College  of  Dramatic  Art  and 
Speech,  accepted  the  award  for  the 
University. 

This  is  the  second  year  that  Ohio 
University  has  offered  Ohio  com- 
munities three  plays  dealing  with 
mental  health  problems.  Perform- 
ances of  the  plays,  which  are  fol- 
lowed by  discussion  periods,  are 
available  to  educational,  civic  and 
church  organizations. 

A  NATIONAL  Science  Founda- 
tion grant  of  $49,750  has  been 
awarded  Ohio  University  for  sup- 
port of  a  summer  institute  in  math- 
ematics for  secondary  school  teach- 
ers. The  grant  is  part  of  the  NSF 
effort  to  improve  teaching  of  sec- 
ondary mathematics. 

The  institute  will  be  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Robert  K.  Butner, 
associate  professor  of  mathematics. 
Approximately  fifty  participants  are 
e.xpected  to  enroll. 

A  second  National  Science  Foun- 
dation grant  of  $13,915  has  been 
made  to  Ohio  to  conduct  special 
courses  this  summer  for  exceptional 
high  school  students.

President  .Alden  said  that  Ohio

In  the  drive  for  total  economic  development  of  Ohio,  many  capital  needs 
have  appeared.  For  years  they  had  been  put  off  until  tomorrow. 

There  are  no  more  tomorrows.  The  needs  are  for  NOW. 

Two  years  ago,  Ohio  voters  proved  their  interest  in  getting  the  job 
started  by  passing  a  bond  issue  that  is  helping  finance  capital  improvements 
in  state-assisted  institutions  of  higher  learning. 

It  is  that  bond  issue  that  has  permitted  Ohio  University  to  proceed 
with  plans  for  an  engineering  and  science  center,  a  new  library,  a  modern 
heating  plant,  and  rehabilitation  of  Wilson  Hall,  and  to  begin 
planning  for  a  new  music  building,  an  educational  television  center, 
and  a  botany  research  laboratory.

It  becomes  obvious  that  expansion  of  educational  facilities  and  new 
concepts  in  research  and  technical  training  are  essential. 

I  his  year  voters  in  the  May  4  Primary  Election  will  be  asked  to  authorize 
a  $290  million  bond  issue  to  increase  facilities  at  existing  state-supported 
universities  and  establish  new  avenues  for  the  education  of  our 
young  men  and  women. 

The  proposal,  set  forth  by  Governor  James  A.  Rhodes,  was  placed 
on  the  ballot  by  an  overwhelming  vote  of  the  State  Legislature. 

It  now  is  in  the  hands  of  the  citizens  of  Ohio. 

The  proposed  Constitutional  amendment,   listed  as  the  second  of  four 
issues  on  the  May  4  ballot,  colls  for  authorization  to  issue  $290  million 
generol  obligation  bonds  to  finance  higher  education  construction, 
emergency  public  school  building  aid,  pork  and  recreation  improvements, 
prisons,  pipelines,  airports,  historical  facilities  and  other  public  works. 

The  bond  issue  will  provide  almost  immediately  the  much-needed 
funds  for  improvement  and  expansion  of  capital  facilities.  This  will 
promote  the  maximum  economic  development  of  Ohio,  create  jobs  and 
employment  opportunities,  and  enlarge  the  tax  base  from  which 
governmental  needs  are  financed.  The  state  administration  has  announced 
a  breakdown  which  will  be  recommended  to  the  Legislature  once 
Issue  No.  2  is  approved  by  the  voters. 

^%  Iso  of  direct  concern  to  state  universities  is  Issue  No.  1  on  the 
Primary  Ballot,  asking  that  the  State  of  Ohio  be  permitted  to  guarantee  the 
repayment  of  conventionally-financed  loons  made  to  Ohio-resident 
college  students  by  private  lending  institutions,  under  auspices  of  the 
Ohio  Higher  Education  Assistance  Commission. 

The  Legislature  placed  this  amendment  on  the  ballot  to  clear  the 
legal  status  of  a  program  of  student  "self-help"  financial  aid,  authorized 
by  the  1961   Legislature  and  already  operating  successfully. 

The  bond  issues  call  for  NO  INCREASE  IN  TAXES.  Cost  of  the 
development  program  will  be  met  from  existing  revenue  sources.
